Antioch and Lake Villa townships 
along with the rest of Lake county 
will vote on Nov. 4 on the proposal 
to issue bonds to construct a new 
county court house. 

The Board of Supervisors voted 
26 to 3 to hold the referendum, 
saying that the bond issue, if ap- 
proved as a procedure, would mean 
that construction would start next 
year. 

If the proposal to issue bonds 
fails, then the Board will proceed 
to construct the court house through 
regular. tax. income a, unit. at. a time. 
surrounding the present, building. 

Assist. Supervisor Frank B. Peers/' 
Deerfield, said the Board intends to 
erect the building and it is only a 
question whether it will be built 
at once, or through a delaying way 
of a unit at a time each year.

Retailing, is an enterprise which is highly sensi- 
tive to economic change. Ups and downs in the cycle 
are quickly felt in the stores. 

Some views expressed by the head of one of the 
biggest American department stores are of particular 
interest now. He sees the situation this way: "In 
the world of economics, as in the natural world, what 
goes up, comes down. . . . Somewhere along the line 
business must level off, must pause to consolidate its 
gain, must even fallback a bit in order to correct any 
excesses. 

"And while it- is naive to think that prosperity is 
never ending, it is., equally foolish to despair at the 
slightest setback. Because, just as good times cannot 
last forever, harder times are always temporary, too. 

"And perhaps even sillier than faith in good times 
forever, is the belief that the economic life of a nation 
can be managed . . . that the peaks and valleys can be 
completely leveled off. 

"Those who believe that government can 'outlaw* 
fundamental economic laws and can legislate 'correc- 
tive measures' are deluding themselves. The idea of 
legislating the economic law of supply and demand 
is hogwash." 

In modern times we have seen all manner of gov- 
ernmental efforts to apply such "corrective measures", 
including price controls and other economic strait jack- 
ets — and these efforts have almost invariably produced 
worse problems than those they were designed to cure. 
The hope is that we will profit from this experience, 
and not push the "panic button" again.

Pedestrian - Duties 

Pedestrians must obey all traffic 
regulations and signals. 

Pedestrians must not cross the 
street between intersections, or in 
the middle of the block. When 
they do, they yield the right-of-way 
to all moving vehicles — and they 
may lose their life! 

Wait on the sidewalk — not in the 
street— for the light to turn green. 

It is against the law to walk on 
the highway if there is a sidewalk, 
and you must face the traffic ap- 
proaching from the opposite direc- 
tion. 

It is against Illinois law to stand 
on the highway for the purpose of 
soliciting a ride from the driver on 
any vehicle. No hitch-hiking. 

Do not step into the street from 
between or behind parked cars. 

After alighting frqm a bus or 
street car, wait and cross the street 
behind It. Do not cross in front 
of it! 

Pedestrian Walk Light — Pedes- 
trians facing such a signal may pro- 
ceed across the roadway in the di- 
rection of the signal and shall be 
given the right-of-way by the driv- 
ers of all vehicles. 

Pedestrian Wait Light — No pedes- 
trian shall start to cross the road- 



way in the direction of such signal, 
but any pedestrian who has partially 
completed his. crossing on the walk 
signal shall proceed to a sidewalk 
or safety island while the wait sig- 
nal is snowing. 

When walking on the street or 
highway at night, wear light colored 
clothing that will reflect light— or 
carry a light. 

Remember — when you step out of 
your automobile you are a pedes- 
trian! Don't enter or alight from 
a motor vehicle on the street side. 

Pedestrian Rights 

Pedestrians crossing a street or 
highway in compliance with the 
law at a crosswalk or an intersec- 
tion—whether marked or unmarked 
— -have the right-of-way over all ve- 
hicles. 

Where stop signs or flashing red 
signals are in place at an intersec- 
tion, or at a plainly marked cross- 
walk between intersections, the 
drivers of all vehicles must stop be- 
fore entering the nearest crosswalk 
and yield the right-of-way to any 
pedestrian within or entering the

Hidden by the hlllerest may be 
a car stopped on the roadway on 
the downgrade. Perhaps an ap- 
proaching driver to using your 
lane to foolishly pass another ve- 
hicle.

For instance, keep well enough 
hack so that you can pass the 
alow ear just beyond the crest, 
before It picks up speed, if you 
see that the road Is clear. 

Motorists may pass near hill- 
crests only on roads with four or 
more lanes of traffic It to wlae 
to hold down speed at these points 
even on roade of four or more 
lanes, unless, of course, there to 
a divider strip, as a wreck or 
blocked road over the crest may 
cause motorists to man oarer into 
your tone.

NEW YORK— Thirty-three hun- 
- dred dollars a minute, .day and 
night throughout the year, to the 
pace Insurance companies paid 
auto liability claims In 1957. Min- 
ute by minute, 4hat adds up to 
traffic accident costs of well over 
fl.800.000,000 for the 12-month 
period. 

This "startling" fact to brought 
out in a new- leaflet prepared by 
the Association of Casualty and 
Surety Companies to explain why 
It has been necessary for insurers 
to raiie automobile liability insur- 
ance rates. The pamphlet Is being 
mailed to Insured motorists through- 
out the country by Insurance agents 
and brokers. 

Automobile insurance rates are 
based on claim costs resulting from 
traffic accidents, insurance costs 
more today principally because of 
increases In the number of acci- 
dents, the higher charges for re- 
pairing cars and people, and the 
growing size of damage awards by 
juries. 

- "The toll of fatal and bodily in- 
jury accidents as well as property 
damage accidents last year reached 
the staggering total of 11,700.000, 
10 per cent over the figure for only 
five years ago/' thje folder states. 
"In this tragic sum, 1,050,000 men, 
women and children suffered per* 
sonel injuries. Every weekend was 
a catastrophe in 1957, accounting 
for almost half the disasters, as 
death struck every nine minutes 
end every 12 seconds someone suf- 
fered injury."

Watch Water Supply 
During Summer's Heat 

PITTSBURGH — With summer 
end an upswing In water demand 
drawing near, the cost-conscious 
home owner might be wise to keep 
his eve peeled for signs of trouble 
to the household water system. 

There are two danger signs to 
look for. One to rusty red water— 
a bard one to miss. The other to a 
noticeable drop In water pressure. 

If red water to the problem, 
you could be In for a lot of trou- 
ble later on.

Know What To Do 
If Tbrnado Comes 

URBANA, Dl.— Tornadoes, tha 
most violent and spectacular 
storms produced by nature, are a 
menace to Ufa and property, say 
O. L. ' Hogsett, extension safety 
specialist at tha University of Illi- 
nois CoUege of Agriculture, 
' Their zone of maximum frequen- 
cy Ues between the Rockies and 
the Atlantic. The "season" starts 
around the first of the year and 
lasts until late September. \ 

Snowing what to do when you 
see a tornado may mean the dif- 
ference between life and death, 
Hogsett says. Hera are a few 'sug- 
gestions: 

Keep calml It will not help to 
get excited. Tornadoes usuaUy 
move to a northeasterly direction 
at about 25 to 40 mUes an hour. 
H one Is coming toward you, move 
at right angles to its path. If there 
isn't time to escape, Ue flat on the 
ground face down to the nearest 
depression, such as a ditch, or ra- 
vine. If possible, get into a culvert 

If you are at home and you 
don't have a^'cyclone cellar," the 
southwest corner of the basement 
usually offers the greatest safety.

UNIVERSITY PARK — A trend 
toward a broader type of -report 
card designed to give the parent 
a better picture of his child's pro- 
gress In school Is noted in a sur- 
vey made at the Pennsylvania 
State University. 

A class in educational measure- 
ments has completed a survey or 
more than 120 city school systems 
In the United States, Alaska, Ha- 
waii, and Canada concerning the 
types of report cards now in use. 

The cards, mostly from elemen- 
tary schools, show a definite tend- 
ency toward measuring not only 
the child's academic achievements, 
but his social and physical devel- 
opment and also his work habits. 
In all but two cards, grades were 
supplemented by ratings, remarks, 
and reports concerning the pupil's 
all-round growth and progress. 

Color Blindness 

NEW YORK— Oddly enough, na- 
ture seems to favor women in the 
gift of color perception. One man 
out of every 25 is color blind, while 
roughly one out of .every 290 wom- 
en suffers from thfs visual defect. 
Color-Blindness la a heredity fac- 
tor which manifests Itself In the 
girl onlj when both the mother 
and father are affected. The boy 
generally has a loss of perception 
of rad, green or blue — when one 
of bis parents la affected.

A sizeable, vocal and violent 
minority in many parts of the world ' 
thoroughly distrust and. dislike us. - 
There is increasing evidence of anti- 
Americanism among the peoples of ; 
the so-called "friendly nations" /of 
the Free World. 

There is a growing feeling in many 
-naVtons where we have, spent -most - 
freely that we have baited a trap for 
them with, our lavish dollar, gener- 
osity; that we have lured them into 
an impending war with Russia and 
her allies. ' 

Our motives are, to say the least, 
suspect. We have made no secret of 
the fact that the main reason for our 
global spending spree has been, to 
build a defense against the spread 
of Communism. 



A Pound Of Flesh 

Recent saber-rattling by the Krem- 
lin has led some people abroad to 
fear that the day may be fast ap- 
proaching when we will demand 
our "pound of flesh" — their lives — 
in repayment of our generosity. 

Their fear of Communism is 
exceeded only by their horror of 
world-wide atomic and hydrogen 
bomb war. They had rather live with 
Communism than not live at all. 
Many of them do not share our 
dedication to "give me liberty or 
give me death." 

We know of no-one in this country 
who wants war with Russia, All of 
us would do anything we reasonably 
and honorably could to avoid a war 
that could again doom civilization 
to the "Dark Age." Yet, to many 



people In the world, we appear to bo 
the aggressor. 

Russia has waged a propaganda 
peace .offensive; she has talked much 
about co-existence, live, and let live. 
She has announced an end to atomic 
rind hydrogen tests and -has -chat- - 
lenged us to do the .same, Wo have 
refused., - . - 

-, Facts as we know them are- Im- 
portant/ Jmt people^ all over -j the 
world arc influenced by what they 
'believe.' Many of them believe Russia 
rather than us. 

What Do We Dp Now? ' 

The first thing we .are doing 
.already is a reappraisal of our foreign 
policy. We're taking a new look at the 
breakdown of dollar diplomacy. 
We're beginning to question whether 
dollars are more convincing than 
. words. 

Talk, we have always been told, 
is cheap. Russia has made better* use 
than we of words. She may be able 
to talk more and longer than we can 
spend, and, if she does, wc may find 
we have lost some allies we believed 
we had in our pocket. 

So, the first departure from old 
policies is to be a gigantic, world- 
wide, American-financed public re- 
lations program. We are going to 
try to sell freedom and democracy 
rather than buy friends and allies. 

We should continue our foreign 
aid program, but take the price-tag 
off it. We should quit trying to tell 
the people of other nations what 
kind of a government they should 
have, and how they should manage 
their affairs. We should begin to 
mind our own business and quit 
meddling in the affairs of others. 

We should try to make friends 
rather than buy friendship. Our whole 
concept of foreign diplomacy may 
be about to undergo the most 
dramatic revision in more than 100 
years.

Hook an 'old tire chain back of 
each packer wheer on your corn 
planter, then let it drag.

It seems to 
protect against moisture loss from 
the surface in case the weather 
turns off a little dry for a while 
after planting. 



With vacations from school begin- 
ning for youngsters, J. J. Cavahagh, 
president of the Chicago Motor club, 
urges motorists to observe extra 
precautions during the summer 
months. 

Many children are well grounded 
in safety rules and will present no 
special problems to drivers. But 
there are also many whose judg- 
ment is not sufficiently developed 
to prevent them from taking un- 
necessary risks.

DeKalb crop reporters are es- 
pecially enthusiastic as to wheat 
prospects this year with reports 
like these: Michigan — "best in 
years"; Ohio — "extra good"; Ne- 
braska — "predict one of the biggest 
crops"; Texas — "good crop all over 
Panhandle"; Northern Minnesota — 
''looks good". Wheat will be a 
bumper crop this year with cor- 
respondingly good quality. 

The southern states are becoming 
more feed grain minded yearly, get- 
ting away from the one crop sys- 
tem of farming where cotton was 
king. Their longer growing sea- 
son offers great possibilities of rais- 
ing grain forage and pasture for a

Wheat to Be Good 

Crop This Year 



Northern Corn Belt areas which 
were beginning to need rain badly 
received heavy thunder showers 
supplying one to two inches on the 
Decoration Day weekend. These

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EARLY DAYS 

OF^ANTIOCH

THE MOUND BUILDERS 

■ In a previous article we discussed 
In brief the geological formation of 
Antloch's famed lake region, ^and 
how these beautiful waterways i_po 
fun and health-giving relaxation las 
we know them today, were evolved 
through the ages ^by the forces of 
nature. . ^ " '■••-.■■'. , 

And so the land lay until the 
white man entered it. For the red 
man was content to only live tyith 
the land, and not change it, finding 
that it am jily supplied his needs for, 
daily living. The lakes teemed with' 
fish, and thi woods, marshes and 
prairies were, abundant with ideer, 
bear, game of all kinds and the air 
alive with! duckfc, ;geese and -other 
game fowl. '■ ---'_ 

But-even earlier than the time of 
the Indian as encountered by the 
.white settlers, the land was inhab- 
ited by his progenitor, an ancient 
people : known to us only ' today, as 
the Mound Builders. 

This pre-historic race occupied 
the region for unknown generations 
and passed away leaving no written 
language and little else to show 
the fact of their presence other than 
the mounds of earth in which have 
been discovered remnants of their 
burial traditions. 

We gain fascinating insight to 
their, life and ways through the 
findings of our archaeologists, the 
only story tellers we have today for 
these long-vanished people, 

Their mounds have been found in 
numerous localities in both Illinois 
and Wisconsin, near the borders of 
the lakes or on the margin of water- 
courses, Of' varying sizes and 
shapes, they were erected usually 
of surface soil, and occupied high 
grounds contiguous to the lakes and 
streams, but not the immediate 
shore. It is curious to note that 
they are chiefly to be found at points 
already selected as the most favor- 
able sites for modern settlements, 
showing that the instincts of both 
civilized and uncivilized are alike 
attracted to those localities which 
combine both the beautiful and the 
useful. -7 

These ancient earthworks have 
been found in all figures, from the 
full ciircle lo the oval and oblong 
as well 'as elongated mounds. Oth- 
ers have been discovered, notably 
in the area of Milwaukee, as laid 
out in fanciful forms of lizards, 
birds, turtles, buffalo, and some 
few in the form of a war club. 
Some were square, with a level area 
on the top, reminiscent of the an- 
cient Aztec pyramid temples of 
Mexico, which has led to the con- 
jecture that they served as obser- 
vatories or more probably as an 
altar-mound for sacrificial or reli- 
gious rites. 

It is definite that the round or 
conical mounds were erected for 
sepulchral uses, and often the graves 
of these primitive cemeteries, when 
uncovered by the force of the ele- 
ments or by relic hunters,- were 
found to contain remnants of beads, 
earrings, arrowheads, silver trinkets, 
pipes wrought sometimes in, artistic 
forms, as well as pottery and rude 
implements of culinary ware and 
warfare. 

Excavations of these piles of earth 
have also revealed the crumbling 
bones of a mighty race. - One skele- 
ton, which was unearthed in the 
mid-nineteenth century in Lake 
County was a trifle more than eight 
feet in length, the skull being cor- 
respondingly large',** while many 



other skeletons measured at least 
seven feet, .; 3^-SL' "• 

Mounds were also found at Racine. 
The great antiquity of these remains 
is made clear by;, the gigantic size 
of the trees which were found. stand- 
ing "on their 1 summits. .One with 
three hundred rings showing, was 
estimated an antiquity of la ^thou- 
sand years. ^^: - ' ,- 

Adjacent to the shore oof ^Lake 
Michigan at a few miles south of the 
Wisconsin-Illinois state line, were 
found years ago about nine; mounds/ 
three to five feet in height, and 
about thirty feet in diameter, lying 
in a serpentine row along the crest 
of a ridge of sand. Others were 
found in the vicinity of Waukegan ; 
-a 1 so at various points all through 
Lake County; ^ W. '■.,.: ^ ^ 

Back In 1930 when route 173 west- 
ward of town was rerouted from its 
original line as the old Lake Road, a 
number of these, ancient burial 
mounds were uncovered in the vi- 
cinity of 173 and Lake Ave., Channel 
Lake. . ?}zMx , 

When a hill in this area was lev- 
eled, in one mound seven- skeletons 
were found;, each was enclosed sep- 
arately within low walls of broken 
white limestone. The ; skulls were 
of exceptional size, possessing a 



greater' number ■ ; of teeth- -than Is 
usual in modern mankind. 
^Several, more mounds 'were un- 
covered at about the same time 
when workmen/seeking fill for ithe 
new roadbed, cut into a hilly sec- 
tion of ground lying south of the 
Channel Lake bridge. The excite- 
ment and interest occasioned by the] 
discoveries was such as to cause; 
suspension of work on the new road- 
bed until the relics could be trans- 
ferred to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

It is sad to say, however/that 
much of this highly interesting an- 
tiquity, Invaluable to the scientific 
historian, hat suffered injury at the 
hands of civilized' man, scattered 
beyond reprieve by ' the souvenir 
seeker, or by. the furrowing of the 
land for grain, and other effects of 
modem progress. A portion of these 
primitive remains have come into 
the hands of capable authorities and 
may be viewed in today's fine 
museums and archaelogical collec- 
tions. .,-- - . '■,-

all down state counties this review-' 
lng process reposes in the board of 
review, made up of the chairman 
of the board of supervisors and two 
appointees of the county t; judge in 
township organization counties, and 
consisting of the three, county 
commissioners in the 17 commission 
organization "counties. St. Clair 
County operates under a special 
statute and has an elected board of 
review of three members, while in 
Cook County the reviewing board, 
called the board of appeals, con- 
sists of two elected members. „: 

The year 1858 Is Important for 
both the taxpayer and the board of 
review, because ithls is a -quadren- 
nial assessment year ' in the 101 
downstate counties. During the as- 
sessment period' this year the local 
assessor or his deputy shall, ac- 
cording to statute, actually view 
and determine the value of every 
parcel of real estate. Publication 
Of the assessor's list of valuations is 
required on or before July 10 in 
counties of less than 180,080 popu- 
lation, or by August 10 in, counties 
over 150,000 population but less than 
500,000. 

Therefore, taxpayers should watch 
their local newspapers for not only 
the publication Of real. estate assess- 
ments, but for personal property 



assessments as well . If la taxpayer 
feels that his assessment is out of 
line with ^ comparable property, he 
can make ^complaint to the board 
of review. - - ■ . 

Complaints must be filed, in writ- 
ing, on forms provided by the board 
of review by August 1 in counties 
of less than 150,000 population, and 
by September 1 in counties of 1B0,- 
000 or more but less than 500,000, 
inhabitants. Effective this year it 
is mandatory that boards of review 
equalize assessments w 1 1 hi it a 
county. But in . exorcising this 1 
duty, the board shall not in any one 
year increase or decrease the aggre- 
gate assessment of any- district by. 
more than 25 per cent of the equal- 
ized valuation of such district for 
the previous year. ; ■ ■■ - 4^ 

Boards of review must meet by 
Juno 16 this year; and adjourn as 
follows: On September 7 in coun- 
ties of less "than 80,000 inhabitants; 
on October 7 in counties of 80,000 
to 75,000 Inhabitants; on Nov. 7 in 
counties' of 75,000 to 100,000. popula- 
tion; and on December 7 in all other 
counties. However'* the adjourn- 
ment dates have been interpreted 
by the Illinois Supreme Court as 
directory, and not mandatory. ^

Chicago Retail Food Markets 
June 9-14 

CHICAGO— Meat values in area 
food stores continue to be manufac- 
tured by aggressive merchandising 
rather than any significant down- 
turn in costs. 

The problem is a- relatively static 
meat market that for some time 
has registered little changed situa- 
tions. Better consumer values con^ 
tinue to be beef and pork roasts, 
lamb leg roasts, and fryers. For 
all practical purposes, no changes 
can be ^measured at the family 
budget level. However, seasonal 
trends of increased livestock receipts 
are noted, tending to soften whole- 
sale prices. Some downward pric- 
ing for better fed, heavier cattle and 
hogs can gain momentum during the 
next six weeks as impact of in- 
creased arrivals is felt ultimately at 
retail. Then prices probably will 
hold generally steady at the lower 
levels for the balance of the sum- 
mer. 

Some stores probably will take 
a feature flyer on roasts as a 
Father's Day promotion to bolster 
a waning market that sees more 
cookout attention being given to 
steaks, chops, hamburger and 
spare ribs. Prices for these items 
are not particularly modest in any 
sense of the value rule. 

Real news in foods the week 
ending June 14 are seasonally and 
productively more abundant pro- 
duce and dairy lines. The dairy in- 
dustry is taking the traditional 
month of June to offer abundant, 
low-priced , high-quality values, 
notably in cheese, butter and eggs. 
Consumers can hardly go wrong by 
becoming vegetarians to save money 
and enjoy greater food value. Cu- 
cumers are about the only produce 
item registering price increases this 
week. 

Groceries, to complete the general 
market summary, are steady except 
orange concentrate, due to go up 
again in cost. Cooking fats and oils 
reflect merchandising cost conces- 
sions. 

These market reflections are based 
on the weekly University of Illi- 
nois consumer service survey. It 
notes store sales and consumer food 
demands also are generally steady, 
if not slightly higher, during this 
current business cycle. 

Farmers have pulled out of their 
recession," reported here months 
ago, and just now being recognized 
in various business paper circles. 
About the only measuraable effects 
of recession is increased demand for 
cheaper cuts of meat, for instance, 
which no longer are cheap. Ham- 
burger and spare ribs, bellwethers 
of the economy minded, hit 59-03c 
retail levels. Significantly, there 
hasn't been that much warm wea- 
ther this season to chalk this up en- 
tirely to backyard grilling.
